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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of Group II, claim 13, in the 
reply filed on July 12, 2010 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that no 
reason has been given as to why there would be a serious burden on the examiner if 
restriction is not required, and that the inventions of Groups I and II do not lack unity 
because Group II is directed to an apparatus for carrying out the process of Group I. 
This is not found persuasive because searching the invention of Group II does not 
require a search for the invention of Group I. Clearly, consideration of additional claims 
drawn to one or more distinct groups of inventions in diverse categories of subject 
matter (products and methods) mandates different fields of search with the associated 
concomitant hundreds to thousands of patents and time consuming evaluation of those 
patents which gives rise to a sizeable burden on the examiner. Further the recitation "for 
carrying out the method of claim 10" is an intended use recitation. A recitation of the 
intended of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 1, "Self- 
expanding and self-undercutting guard rail bolt" should read -A self-expanding and self- 
undercutting guard rail bolt--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fisher 
(US Patent 4,904,134) in view of Haug et al. (US 2004/0096288). 

Fisher discloses a self-expanding bolt comprising a dowel 3 and a counter-dowel 
1 screwed together by means of their screwing ends (col. 2, lines 46-50), the dowel 
comprising at its fastening end a fastening head 19 designed to be driven in rotation 
(col. 2, lines 59-61) and rigidly connected at its screwing end by means of incipient 
fracture means (groove 7) to a ring provided with expansion lugs (col. 2, lines 51-54), 
the counter-dowel comprising at its expansion end an expansion cone 2 and anti- 
rotation means 1 1 . Although Fisher does not disclose the expansion lugs comprising 
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means for forming an undercut, however it is known to provide means for forming 
undercuts to such expansion lugs as attested by Haug et al., see protrusions 10 in 
figure 1 and paragraph [0010]. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to have provided the lugs of the bolt 
of Fisher with means for forming undercuts, in light of the teachings of Haug et al., in 
order to avoid forming separate undercuts in holes, thus simplifying the anchoring 
process. Applicant should note that the recitation "for carrying out the method of claim 
10" is an intended use recitation. A recitation of the intended of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in 
order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Further the 
anchor of Fisher could be used to anchor a guard rail.
